FIFTEEN CENT! 


Wilmington has joined Consortium 
for Unemployment Funds 


‘Town Manager Sterling Morris, with the approval and »» 
consent of the Board of Selectmen, has enrolled Wil- 
mington in an eight town “consortium” through which 
it is to seek a share of the $1,880,000 Federal money 
package designed to ease the unemployment of eight 
communities. 

Wilmington is joined with Burlington, Bedford, North 
Reading, Stoneham, Wakefield, Woburn and Reading in a 
partnership of communities. Mr. Morris is to be Wil- 
mington's representative in the program. The partner- 
ship, or Consortium, will receive monies to “make 
work” in the area. 

The money is coming from a new $750 million alloca- 
tion of federal funds, designed to provide jobs for the 
nation’s unemployed. The appropriation is termed the 
Emergency Employment Act, and was unexpectedly 
passed by Congress on July 12, prior to the Congres- 
sional summer recess. The act prohibits states or 
state agencies from receiving any of the funds. 

Because general authority over towns in Massachu- 
setts is vested only in the town, and not in the county, 
only towns are eligible recipients of funds. Co-ordinat- 
ing the program is, the newly created office of Man- 
power Affairs, under Secretary Mary B. Newman, 
former Massachusetts legislator. 

Her office has been reported working feverishly to dis- 
tribute information to towns and cities. $24,520,000 has 
been earmarked for Massachusetts, out of the total 
Federal funds of $1 billion, for the fiscal year 1972 -

Under the guidelines suggested by her office, the 
partnerships (or consortia) involving several communi- 
ties are being set up, with one community designated 
as the Sub Agent. Burlington is the Sub Agent for the 
eight communities of which Wilmington is a part. 

The Burlington representative, Executive Secretary 
Richard Brown, will act as Sub Agent. He is delivering 
all the affidavits by the towns, for acceptance, to Mrs. 
Newman and it is expected that he will receive additional 
information for the towns. It is expected that there are 
to be more meetings shortly, within the thirty day 
period advanced by Secretary Newman's office. 

Enlistment in the Consortium of qualified towns 
entitles them to 90% federal funds, and they must supply 
the final 10%, of moneys spent. The local funds, how- 
ever, may be ‘‘in kind” or ‘‘in dollars’ 

A works project, for example would have to be pro- 
posed and accepted, for Wilmington. Wilmington would 
get 90% of the cost reimbursed, and have to supply the 
remainder “in kind'’, such as the use of town owned 
equipment for the project, or the use of any town office 
as an office for the project. 

The cities of Middlesex County have a separate alloca- 
tion of funds earmarked to them. $1,880,218 is ear- 
marked for approximately 39 Middlesex towns and small 
cities. That is the first year's allocation, and Federal 
officials are projecting a second funding, for next year, 
to give the program a two year life span.

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The Hatch Act 


‘There is a statute in Massachusetts which is designed 
to protect the rivers and marshes, the flora and fatna, 
the wildlife and the birds. It is called the Hatch Act. It 
is an important law. Sometimes there are errors, but 
it well intentioned. 

The law calls for public hearings before the town 
Selectmen or the State Department of Natural Resources 
when someone proposes to dredge or fill a lake, marsh 
or stream. 

It was no accident that the first such hearing was 
held in Wilmington. Probably, long after Hatch Act 
hearings are over in other places, there will still be 
hearings in Wilmington. For Wilmington is the place 
where water flows ‘‘at right angles" eastward to the 
Ipswich, instead of southward in the old Merrimac 
River, which was cut off due to geological circumstances 
of 12,000 years ago, during the last Ice Age. 

Wilmington is a place with slowly meandering brooks, 
swamps, lakes and ponds. There are also sandy areas, 
and areas of hard clay, clay hillsides, and clay pockets. 

Two recent Hatch Act hearings in Wilmington have 
been for places with stagnant water - saucers, if the 
reader will accept a simile. There is a question as to 
whether or not the Hatch Act intended such places to 
become the subject of public discussion, but the hearings 
did bring out some public opinion - right or wrong. 

One of the hearings was for an area off Federal 
Street where, a century or more ago, a section of the 
swamp was cut off by the street being constructed. 

There was testimony from a home owner across the 
street that he had water in his cellar. Later the Select- 


men were told by another person that that home owner 
had to pump water from his cellar six months a year. 

The man with the water in his cellar deserves sym- 
pathy. But, if the cellar was not dug too deep in the first 
Place the water would not be there. Preventing the con- 
struction of two or three homes across the street does 
not alter this fact.

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Not only is it possible that the opinion reached by the 
Selectmen was in error, but it is also possible that the 
area did not require a hearing, in the first place. 

‘The second Hatch Act hearing was on August 30th 
and involved land off Glen Road. A contractor had been 
stopped from filling low land, which is dry most of the 
year. Neighbors gave testimony about water. The Town 
Engineer pointed that that the land is a natural basin with 
higher land all around. A ditch over half a mile long 
would have to be dug, he said, to drain the area é 

Again there are questions. If the first man arrives 
and builds his home with the cellar too low, is the se 
cond man to be stopped? Can one expect trouble about 
sewer effluent, in an area such as this? What is right? 

The Hatch Act brings up a lot of public discussion, 
some of which may be right. It places the Selectmen 
in the position of having to note with sympathy the pleas 
of persons already in the area. against the persons, who. 
if the vote is no, will never become a resident 

And, a bird in the hand - as the old saying goes. 


Should have been $46 


The Tax Rate of Wilmington, instead of being over 
$50, should have been $46 in this year 1971. Possibly 
it could have been even lower. 

The Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen dis- 
cussed one of the causes, on August 26th., when they 
discussed the 600 foot street ruling 

The subject matter was pretty well hashed over, 
with no apparent changes of opinion. One of the remarks 
made by a Planning Board member was that the subject 
matter was merely “newspaper talk 

That newspaper, of course, was the Town Crier. The 
Town Crier will re-iterate. The tax rate this year 
should have been $46. 

The 600 foot rule (not a law) was instigated in 1954 
in Wilmington. when the then Town Manager suggested 
it to the Planning Board. The idea was to give the Plan- 
ning Board room for maneuver in their negotiations with 
residential developers. A developer who wanted to make 
@ street 700 feet long, for instance, might be induced 
to add some additional features. not required by law, 
if the Planning Board would grant that additional distance. 

The Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards 
picked up that rule and since has adopted it - still not a 
law. It is now commonplace in Massachusetts, which is 
really a sad mistake. It has now become a Maginot Line 
to be defended at all costs. It was all right for a bar- 
gaining position, but that was all. 


There is a point with some humor. The Town Mana- 
ger who made that suggestion to the Planning Board was, 
Joseph F. Courtney - the same Joseph F. Courtney who 
is now the attorney representing one of the firms which 
seeks to build in Wilmington. Mr. Courtney finds that 
his brain child of nearly-20 years ago has grown into the 
Position of a meglocephalic giant 

Another position that that Town Manager had was that 
“In order to attract, you must be attractive’. Today that 
is largely verlooked, in Wilmington. 

The Planning Board is not alone, in stopping indus- 
trial development Other boards bear their share of 


the burden. Ifthey, along with the Planning Board. had / 


acted seriously in the past few years Wilmington’s Tax 
Rate, this year, could well be $44 or less. 

The discussion, however. is about the 600 foot streets 
Two firms, in recent years, have proposed substantial 
industrial development, utilizing streets that would be 
over 600 feet long. The streets would be sixty feet or 
more wide - attractive to industry, especially in that 
vandals and thieves find such places non-attractive 

The two men in charge of the two firms mentioned 
are men with a considerable experience in real estate 
development for industry. They have a successful record 
~ except in Wilmington, where they have been stopped 
cold, - mostly by the Planning Board 

It is safe to say that the two firms would have built 
over $5 million each in new construction, on those two 
streets, by 1971. $10 million in additional valuation 
where it takes $1% millions to cut the tax rate $1, would 
mean that the tax rate could have been $46 in 1971 

And should have been. And if additional construction 
had been allowed - that was stopped - such as apartment 
housing - the tax rate could well have been below ‘$46.
